Grayling residents will be losing a 
56-year-old landmark in March when 
the old Grayling water tower, located 
next to Spike’s Keg O Nails, is torn 
down, 

The “downtown” water tower has 
not been used since the city constructed 
the new 300,000 gallon “Industrial 
Park” tower in 1985, 

The City council approved removal 


"of the old tower in January. 


“If we kept it we'd have to continue 


_ the expense of maintaining something 
_ we.aren’t using,” said City Manager 


Jerry Morford. “Having the tower 
there also presents a liability problem 


with kids climbing on itand the tower’s 
unsightly nature after they have painted 
it.” 

Morford said the tower at 56 years 
of age, has served its usefulness and is 
at the end of its economic life cycie, 

Demolition of the tower wiil occur 
during the first weck or two of March, 
as weather permits, and will be com- 
pleted by Iseler Brothers Construction 
from Bad Axe. The company special- 
izes in dismantling water towers.

What started out as a way for four 
Grayling women to show their sup- 
port for the men and women serving in 
the Gulf War has exploded into a major 
fund raiser. 

Bonnie Niederez, Jan Annis, Nancy 
Meyer and Judy Morgan were spend- 
ing Super Bow! Sunday together when 
they decided to make some heart- 
shaped pins with patriotic cojors and 
slogans and see if people might be 
interested in buying them. 

“Janice wore some to work, as did 
Judy and Nancy,” said Bonnie, “and 
people began asking where they got 
them.” 

Quicker than anyone in the group 


had anticipated, requests for ihe pins - 


began pouring in. 

Initially, the women had intended to 
make a couple hundred pins and try to 
sell them at a local business, but the 
response has been so great they have 
had to work as fast as they can just to 
keep up with existing orders. 

The pins come in three different 
sizes and contain several different 
slogans such as “Our hearts are with 
you,” “Wesalute you,” “Til they come 
home,” and “These colors don’t run.” 
Some pins are personalized with the 
name of a specific soldier or sailor 
serving in the gulf. Others have decals 
representing the different branches of 
tl military or tiny yellow ribbons, 
Ali of the pins are painted red, white 
and blue. 

“We've had a couple requests for 
pins with the 1439th and 1440th Engi- 
neer Detachment with ‘We support 
you’ printed on them,” said Jan, whose 
brother, Jim Bobenmoyer, is on the 
front line in Saudi Arabia with the 
82nd Airborme Division. 

The pins cost $1 each and the group 
has sold about 250. All proceeds from 
the pinsare being donated to the Camp 
Grayling Family Support Group. 

It costs between 50 and 60 cents to 
produce each pin, leaving about 40 
cents per pin for the support group. 

About 100 of the pins sold have left

the Grayling area for other communi- 
ties in the state and other states as far 
away as Arizona. 

“Pins have also been sent to Saudi 
Arabia,” said Judy. 

The tremendous response to the 
pins has created some special prob- 
lems for the group, both in terms of 
meeting production goals and acquisi- 
tion of needed supplies. 

“T had io call downstate to find the 
wooden hearts because we bought 
everything in town and from the three 
cities nearby,” said Bonnie, “and i 
know the order for 125 hearts is not 
going to be enough. By the time we 
get an order done, which is usually 
about 100 pins,” she continued, “we 
always have orders for at least 50 
more.” 

“I just got an order for 50 from the 
hospital,” said Nancy. 

The women get together two nights 
a week and work for about four hours 
eachnightbesides the hours they spend 

working independently. 

“Everyone, whether they have a 

relative over there or not, feels some 
kind of bond with the troops,” began 


Bonnie. 

“People are trying to think of ways 
they can show that they are supporting 
them,” joined Nancy. “And by wear- 
ing one of these pins they are letting 
everyone know about that support,” 
finished Jan. 

Bonnie said people are afraid of ex- 
periencing another Vietnam and in- 
stead of the support for the troops 
fading as the war goes on, it seems to 
grow stronger every day. 

“People feel they just can’t do 
ciough to show how they feel,” she 
said. : ia 

Bonnie saig hourly TV coverage, 
which brings the facts of the war into 
everyone's living rooms, has made 
the perils of the war more real for all 
Americans and has caused people to 
look for ways of supporting the sol- 
diers and sailors serving there. 

“The military is constantly with 
Grayling,”she said. “‘Having the guard 
base located in Grayling, even though 
we don’t know the people who come 
from other states to train here in the 
summer, we do see them come and

Common Sense. Uncommon Service’

Another war - the Battle of Antietam, 
Sept. 16, 1862. I read the North won 
this battle by default; the Confederate 
soldiers retreated after only two days. 
As lexamine the handwritten script of 
my daughter’s great, great 
grandfather’s military discharge 
papers from the Civil War, I cannot 
but wonder how well trained or anxious 
William Jordan was to take part in the 
forray more than a century ago. He 
was a 20-year-old farmer from 
Lancashire, England, and he 
volunteered in the Ohio Infantry, 103rd 
Regiment of Capt. Levi Scofield’s 
Company on 20 August 1862. He 
served three years and made a 
downpayment on a farm with his 
discharge allotment. 


Today our men and women are 
technically trained far beyond the 
wildest expectations of young Will 
Jordan. He would have been issued a 
musket, one uniform, probably without 
boots, and some ammunition. He 
might have walked some of the way to 
the mouth of the Potomac River, or if 
lucky, he rode part way on the supply 
train. I am not terribly keen on Civil 
War history, the Mid-East being my 
passion, but as local businesswoman, 
Cathrine McBride questions, “What 
happened toall of those AMAC people 
who fought against Camp Grayling 
training our military personnel? Do 
they now realize, since Desert Storm 
affects so many of our own, that they 
have been wrong and owe Grayling a 
public apology? I believe it is time to 
bless and watch over all of those who 
would fight for us and our freedom. 
I’m thankful for Camp Grayling.” 


When I try to parallel Antietam to 
Desert Storm, I simply cannot. I look 
at a recent photo of my daughter in 
combat fatimnes, The Mediterranean 
Sea, its incredible history stretching 
far beyond the human mind’s eye in 
the background, blue and painfully 
silent, frames her and yet another 
chapter of war. A few short kilometers 
away are Jews from every comer of 
our earth; people whose faces are 
etched every hour with new lines as 
SCUD missiles whistle through the 
streets and invade their new lives. 
Some have survived privation and 
terror we can only imagine. Lisa spent 
a few hours in the ancient port city of 
Jaffa, Israel, Saturday. She did not see 
the city as visited by Crusaders in the 
Middle Ages, all of whom were

IT ISN’T EASY to stop 
government spending. Those who 
receive something from government 
at any level tend to become reliant } 
upon it. It’s hard to take away — 
especially when those who must take | 
it away also must depend upon the 
votes of the public to keep their jobs. 

The Legislature held a series of 
public hearing on budget cuttings. 
The public reaction was predictable. 
In general terms, those who receive 
State aid want to keep it. 

They came in wheel chairs to 
testify. They came on crutches. | 
Blind people showed up. Welfare 
mothers brought theirchildren, They 
said what they were expected to say 
-— and what they should have said, 

“As long as thercare people in this 
State who are hungry, there will be 
no peace,” promised Diane Bernard, 
head ofthe Michigan Welfare Rights 
Organization. 

To one degree or another, the 
hungry always are with us; and, 
there always will be agitation for 


Michigan. CTF’s main goal is to stop 
child abuse before it happens. In the 
past, child abuse was usually treated 
only after children had suffered 
physical and emotional pain. Today, 
we know the best approach to stopping 
child abuse is prevention, Examples 
of prevention programs funded by CTF 
are pregnancy/newborn skills training 
classes, parenting skills training 
classes, family support groups and 
family resource centers. 


Some hard statistics about child 
abuse will help us understand the great 
need there is for CTF prevention 
programs. More than 50,000 cases of 
child abuse and neglect are reported in 
Michigan every year. Suspected child 
abuse and neglect reports have 
increased more than 500 percent over 
the last 15 years. More children under 
the age of five die from injuries 


“| inflicted by their parents than die from 


tuberculosis, whooping cough, polio, 
measles, diabetes, rheumatic feverand 
appendicitis combined, At least 80 
percent of prison inmates were severely

Parents don’t want to hurt their 
children, but they often lack the 
knowledge and skills needed to cope 
with the demands of children and 
family. Parenting skills training classes 
and support groups in Michigan would 
help prevent the children of our state 
from being hurt.

A few weeks ago I was shocked as 
President Bush conveniently debuted 
his new video game, ‘Desert Storm” 
during the national newscasts.

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Local Woman Reunited With Russian Father After 48 Years

She was six months old when her 
father, a Russian soldier, marched off 
io war with Germany. Olga Emerson 
of Frederic, her mother, grandparents, 
and other relatives were taken to a 
German Concentrauon Camp. Last 
month sheand her father were reunited 
in Kolomack, Russia, after 48 years. 

Emerson’s story of scparation from 
ber father, Dimitri Alexander Skripnik, 
reads like a fiction novel because love 
of family, thousands of miles of 
distance, brutality of war and  pre- 
paristroike Russtan police surveillance 
all served to keep the family apart. 

Kolomack was at the Gme a town in 
the middie of the two warring nations’ 
front lines. When the father left and 
the family was taken back toGenmany, 
few of the adults ever expecied to have 
arcunion. After the war, Emerson's 
mother met and married an American 
soldier who upon discharge took the 
family with him to Springfield, 
Missouri. 

Skripnik scarched for his wife for 
five years and then he too remarricd. 
A concern for Olga and her need to 
leam of her roots caused her mother to 
begin a search for Skripnik about ten 
yearsago, After much correspondence, 
she discovered that he was alive, 
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remarried and was the father of two 
boys and thrive daughters. At first he 
answered her Ictiers and was pleased 
lo receive packages, but suddenly 
asked her to discontinue any contact. 
The Emersons could only believe that 
the Cold War would create a feeling of 
suspicion by the KGB, tic Russian 
Secret Police toward the Skriputks 
because of the American contact. 

Some years passed before a 
stepsister of Emerson's wrote. It set 
the slage for the reunion, but only after 
the ill health of Sknipnik prevented 
him (rom making the uek to the U.S. 
George and Olga Emerson then 
docided that they would travel to Russia 
if possible to be reunited with the 
family in, of all places, Kolomack. 

The Emersons were to find out chat 
the very home from which the family 
was separated was the only one still 
sianding in the areca and was still 
occupied by a relative on Skripnik's 
side. The reason the homesicad was 
sul! there was that the walls were very 
thick stone and the roof was made of 
steel, The other homes were made of 
wood with thatched roofs. 

During the two years of planning, 
the Cold War had changed and 
paristroika made the visit possible. 
They were to find that Russia still held 
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10 some strange resirictions. The pair 
flew to Moscow, changed planes and 
ianded in Harkov, about 40 miles from 
Kolomack. A brother-in-law had a 
vehicle and transported them. 

Russian officials insisted that the 
two slay in a hotel and noi with 
rclatives. The Emersons found, 
however, that regulations were loose 
enough so that they could simply 
“touch base” at the hotel once in a 
while. They did then have the 
opportunity to spend some nights with 
the family. 

On arrival, the Emersons found that 
January 7 was the Russian Christmas 
and it would be the first one to be 
openly celebrated in 70 ycars, The 
Emersons said that they felt like Santa 
Claus because the presents that they 
brought rounded out the celebration. 
The tamily had no presents for each 
other since there was nothing to give, 
Olga said. 

One thing that Dimitri asked Olga 
to bring if possible was a Russian 
language bible. Prior to the wip, the 
Northern Christian Radio was 
contacted and they were responsible 
for sending the needed bible. This 
then tumed out to be one of the presents 
that the Emersons distributed. They 
had four bags of luggage on arrival but 
the presents made up three of them. 
Clothes, soap, toothpaste, and other 
comfort items were passed out to the 
glee of the Russian family. 

George. noted that one example of 
the Russian way of doing things was 
when they were preparing to depart. 
‘They were told to report to the front 
‘desk at 6 a.m, They arrived at 5:50 
a.m., and were made to wait the 
additional ten minutes before anyone 
would load their baggage, or for that 
matter, pay any attention to them. 

During the time of the visit, the war 
in the Persian Gulf became a reality 
and that fact was to make the retum 
joumey to the U.S. an uncomfortable 
one, George related. Boarding the 
plane in Russia necessitated placing 


- baggage all together with that of other 


passengers. They were then required 
to go to the baggage storage area and 
pick out thew own luggage. It was 
then inspected.

Babies up to 
the age of two years need considerably 
more fat than adults in order to grow 
Properly. there is no reason to worry 
‘about cholesterol, etc., or baby getting 
toc fat unless your doctor tells you the 
baby is gaining too much weight. Sugar 
is a much more common source for 
weight gain than fat. Please do not use 
skim milk in any child under the age of 

two years. 

Cow's milk can be safely added at 
about six or seven months, but you 


| must be prepared to keep extremely 


Close track of all the other foods. Two- 
thirds of the baby’s calomes have to 
come from other foods besides cow’s 
milk. It's much simpler and easier to 
simply wait until the child is ten to 12 
months of age at which point they are 
taking a wide variety of foods much 


| better. 


Children learn to handle a spoon 
well at about age one year and should 
be encouraged to use a spoon and a 
cup. A fork should be avoided if 
possible since most children can’t 


| handle a fork well until they are almost 


three. Between the ages of one to two 
years, children will experiment with 


| trying to master their environment. 


This includes meal time. Children 
should never be forced to eat. Children 
Should be encouraged and applauded 
for any type of eating behavior they do 
that’s any where near appropriate. 
Don't expect your child to behave ina 
regular fashion as older children do. 
As you will find, trying to force or 
push the child will just result in worse 
behavior. It’s much better to allow the 
child to make as much as a mess a3 
they want and to finger feed since this 
encourages good hand to mouth

This isprobably more 
uunportant than knowing how to do 
cardiac compressions or mouth to 
mouth breathing, since choking is 
much more common, and deaths from 
choking are much more common than 
mostother fonnsof child death. Avoid 
high risk foods such as large bites of 
hot dogs or gum drops, etc., that can 
easily be choked upon. Watch out for 
the small plastic pieces of toys, etc.

Tower 
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said it will probably become part of 
the city park, 

During the 50 years the tower served 
the water needs of city residents, it has 
worn several different colors, begin- 
ning with an aluminum “silver.” 
George Granger, who became 
Grayling’s city manager shortly after 
the water tower was constructed, said 
tho tower was painted a light blue 
during the 12 ycars ho was city man- 
ager, When Morford came in 1972 the 
tower was a dark green, which ho sald 
caused the water in the tower to be 
heated by the sun, so it was painted the 
light yellow it is today, 

The 100,000 gallon wator tower was 
built in 1935, replacing a horizontal 
syatom that was owned by tho Salling 
Hanson Company. 

Granger, explained that the hori- 
zontal system consisted of two 15,000 
to 20,000 gallon tanks that were alr 
pressurized, similar to home water 
systems. The water was pumped out 


of the mill pond through wooden water . 


mains to city residents, The water, 
unfit for drinking, was used to water 
lawns and gardens and for those with 
indoor plumbing, to flush their com- 
modes. Residents used private wells 
for drinking, Some had electric water 
pumps, but Granger said most people 
still used hand pumps. 

Granger said when he arrived in 
May of 1936, most of the wooden 
water mains had been replaced with 
pipe, but that the system was not com- 
pleted until late, 1936. Many of the 
woaien water mains remain buried 
underand alongside Grayling's strects,

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Resource Review

Deer herd management remains one 
of the most controversial programs 
within the Denartment of Natural 
Resources. Some people fee! there are 
too many deer; others feel there are not 
enough. The main problem we face is 
distribution of our deer population. 
The D.N.R. is striving for a 
management approach which will 
decrease crop damage and car/deer 
accidents, while still providing quality 
hunting for over a million licensed 
bow and arrow and firearm deer 
hunters. 

Recently, the use of “Block Permits” 
was initiated for control of nuisance 
deer on agricultural lands. This format 
was proposed jointly by the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs, Michigan 
Farm Bureau, and other representatives 
on the state's Agricultural and Deer 
Damage Commitiee. 

This approach allows for blocks of 
antlerless-only permits to be sold to 
farmers with a documented history of 
severe crop damage. The permitscould 
be used by the farmer or other hunters, 
at the farmer's discretion. Itis believed 
that this approach would result in a 
decrease on summer shooung of deer 
and encourage the taking of deer during 
the fall hunting seasons, It is also an 
effort to remove deer from designated 
farms or “damage hot-spots” without 
reducing the population in an entire 
management unit of several hundred 
square miles. 

The program is experimental with

25,000 block permits issued to 1,300 
land owners in 1991. This figure 
represents about 7% of the total numbes 
of antlerless permits available. An 
evaluation of the social, economic, 
and biological impact of this program 
is underway and should be completed 
by Apzil.

Block Permits offer a mechanism to 
solve serious crop damage problems 
in this state, if everyone is willing to 
cooperate.

The spokes have been cui io jength 
amd tenons cut on both ends.

By this time next 
week we plan to have the cast iron 
cones wedged permanently into place 
in the hubs and eighteen spokes driven 
into one hub sv that we may start the 
process of fitting the spoke rings and 
then the felloes.
